Ho naysi I have received n> 
good many letters nuking about tho 
Hod Polls, tlmlr history and their good 
qualities, I thought n snort nrtlclo 
telling something about (hem would 
not be nmtis. The Hcd Polled cnttla 
originated In llio counties of Norfolk 
and Suffolk In England. So fur bank 
ns can bo traced, there existed In those 
counties n breed ot polled cntUo re- 
nowned for their hard I neat and excel- 
lent mllldng qualities. During tho 
last half century, n number of enter- 
prising men of that section linvo token 
it special interest In tho Improvement 
ol this breed, nnd wo have as tho result 
tho pure bred Red Foil ot tho present 
day, ' These animals are usually of a. 
rich ted. color, sometimes a ahado 
lighter, ol medium slio, small bones, 
good form and particularly clean and 
stylish about tho head and nock. The 
cows nro frequently very plump and 
straight when dry, but when giving 
milk become lank and loss pleasing to 
tho oyo of any but tho dairyman. In 
size thoy aro classed as medium, but 
Individually they differ much In this 
rospccL Somo ot (ho heaviest milking 
eons of tho breed nro but little larger 
than tho nvcrngo Jersey, whllo others 
equal tho weight ot largo Shorthorns, 
hence It Is within tho power ot tho 
breeder, by selection and care In brood- 
In?, to form n herd of the tlxe ho may 1 
prefer. With fair exceptions the cows 
hova good udders, with .good sliod 
tents, tho hitter bolng particularly 
noticeable. In comparison with some ot 
tho popular milking breeds. Tho milk 
Is unusually rich la cream, and well 
mado butter from Hcd Polled cows will 
make flesh very rapidly, and can soon 
bo converted into prime boot nnlniuls.
